FUTURE OUTLOOK 

Future outlook of the conference, 
however, was limited by French! 
and gold-bloc insistence they will 
not participate in “any discussion of 
monetary questions.” 

As the delegates dispersed after | 
an arduous day's struggle varying 
interpretations were placed on the 
term “monetary questions” but a 
French spokesman told the Canad- 
ian Press last night: 

“We made it quite clear that ex- 
cept for silver we will not discuss 
monetary questions until there is 
stabilization, and among monetary 
questions we include tariffs, quotas | 
and all similar measures.

AT VARIANCE 

This explanation was at variance |

With the gold countries declining 
to discuss tariffs the general agree- 
ment to reduce tariffs for the time 
being is ruled out.

Whether their departure was mere- 
ly for the usual week-end recess 
could not be learned. 


REPORT ON MONDAY 


The extent to which the confer-| 
ence will continue was left to the 
sub-committees.

France and the gold bloc countries have scored 
another failure. They started out to dominate the 
world economic conference, and failed. Then they 
tried to wreck the conference, and failed in that, 
for the time at least. The conference decided to 
continue—with or without them as will appear in 

due course. 

In what direction it 
what ends, remain to be seen. As yet it has moved 
in no particular direction at all. But it is still 
alive, and while there is life there is hope. And 
it has indicated one direction in which it will not 
move—back to the gold standard that was, nor 
to any gold standard unless there is a new deal 
and a new set of rules under which the exchange 


will “continue,” and to 


game is to be played. 

The significance of that is ratner remarkable 
A few years ago what the gold-holding nations said 
“went,” anywhere and for almost anything, in 
international finance. They ruled without ques- 
tion. The country with the most gold bossed the 
neighbors at will, openly and without challenge 
to its sovereignty. When gold spoke it was obeyed 

Those times have gone. Gold is no longer a 
word to conjure with It has been stripped of 
mystery, majesty and magic. The nations no longer 
do it reverence. Its traditional assumptions have 
been repudiated in a world parliament. It is now 
only a commodity, of unquestioned convenience as 
a money basis under proper conditions, but by no 
means the inevitable, one-and-only thing that can 
be used to measure debts, balances and values. 


WHEN DOCTORS DISAGREE 
The London Morning Post paid respect to 
Dominion Day in an editorial in which it de- 

nounced the “fallacious idea” that Canada cannot 
“absorb” more population at the present time; and 
argued that “If settlers could be organized in pro- 
ductive communities they should be able not only 
to pay their way but to create surplus wealth.” 

This just when Premier Bennett, also in London, 
is spending anxious days and sleepless nights trying 
to get the governments of the United States, Aus- 
tralia and Argentina to join him in forbidding 
farmers in these four countries to grow so much 
wheat. While the Post says we need more settlers 
in Canada to create more “surplus wealth,” the 
Premier says the settlers now here are producing 
too much surplus wealth, particularly too much 
wheat, and should be stopped by law 

That the new-comers could create wealth there 
is no doubt, if Mr. Bennett would let them. But 
that they could “pay their way” is a different 
matter. The farmers already on our fertile land 
have been creating wealth to no end, but they have 
not been able to pay their way since he took over 
the direction of our monetary machinery and trade 
policies. And he tells them the reason they have 
not been able to pay their way is that they created 
too much wealth 

Both the Post and the Premier are Conservative 
in name and in outlook, and both ere of course 
strictly “sound” on the subject of political economy 
But they are talking in opposite directions on the 
question of wealth production. The one says it is 
@ good thing and should he encouraged. The other 
says it is alleady carried to the extreme and should 
be curbed) They cannot both be right The Pre- 
mier and the Post should get together and end the 
spectacle of two such orthodox authorities contra- 
dicting each other 


WHY “WASTE” THIS MONEY? 

Since the beginning of the year Edmonton has 
paid out $526,919 as relief to families who are un- 
able to maintain themselves, mainly because of 
unemployment. The monthly bill runs to some- 
thing more than $27,000 on the average. The 
Provincial and Dominion Governments will each 
return one-third of the outlay, In round figures 
the city and each government is spending $30,000 
per month on relief in Edmonton 

And getting no corresponding return for the 
money. Men on relief are occasionally employed 
on odd jobs of one kind and another under the 
city engineer's department, but in the large way 
“direct relief’ means just what it says money 
paid out to prevent distress, not as wages for work 
done. 

Meantime there are miles and miles of Edmon- 
ton streets that need gravelling, will some day 
have to be gravelied, probably when costs are far 
higher than now, and in respect of some of these 
streets the local taxpayers have long 
tioned to have them gravelied. Here obviously 
is work that could be made available to the man 
on relief, work that any able-bodied man could 
do, and that every self-respecting man would rather 
do than accept help without making any return 
for it. 

Money of course is the stickier. 
money. The haulage costs money. The Govern- 
ments contribute nothing toward the cost of 
supplying this road-making material The city 
council has not felt that it can do so 

It is estimated that to deliver gravel on a street 
costs about one-tenth of the amount spent in wages

They are spend- 
ing nine dollars and getting nothing in return, 
instead of spending ten dollars and getting ten 
dollars worth of hard-surfaced all-weather strect. 

Surely there is some way by which the city 
and the governments, among them, can dig up the 
extra dollar and thus turn the nine dollar “waste” 
into ten dollars worth of needed and permanent 
street improvement.

DEPRESSION RESERVES 

It has occurred to many people that if, in 
good times, only those public works that were 
urgently needed were proceeded with, and if as 
much construction as possible werg deferred until 
less prosperous times, this would be a great ad- 
vantage in providing employment. This view was 
heard at the time of the last depression, and if 
a big construction program had been held back 
till the present crisis arrived, it would have 
helped the situation considerably. A new interest 
in such a policy is given by the support declared 
for it by Hon. E. N. Rhodes, Minister of Finance, 
in a recent address in Toronto. 

Mr. Rhodes referred to the appeals that were 
made to the Government by various bodies to 
adopt more rigid economies, and he spoke of the 
protests that followed some of the efforts of the 
Government to curtail expenditure. 

Mr. Rhodes said that in good times govern- 
ments should reduce expenditure to the last cent, 
thus enabling them, by that much at least, to have 
additional construction funds for the inevitable 
“rainy day.” 

It is clear that it would require a very high 
resolution on the part of the people and of the 
political parties to really carry out a policy of 
postponing public works until times of serious 
unemployment. But there is. also, no question 
but that this would be en important means of 
meeting such situations, and it will be supported, 
therefore, by all those people whose hearts have 
burned and whose consciences have been touched 
by the suffering and privation endured by such 
a large section of the population in the last three

On This Date 


~a Day in Canadian History— 
By Fred Williams 


+ HANGED, DRAWN AND 
QUARTERED 

On this date was performed the 
first act of the most awful judicial 
tragedy in the history of Canada 
David McLane, a former merch- 
ant of providence, Rhode Island, 
who had been rendered bankrupt 
by his ships being seized by Great 
Britain had (quite evidently) been 
rendered insane by his miseries 
and had gone to Quebec, seeking 
vengeance It is not recoraed 
how exactly he proposed to de- 
pose British authority in Canada, 
because until he was arrested his 
eonduct in Quebec had been that 
of a decent visitor. He must have 
voiced some threats against the 
crown, for the chief witnesses 
against him were John Black (in 
whose house McLane lodged at 
Quebec) and Elmes Cushing, of 
the Americzn Coffee House, Mon- 
treal, the latter testifying that 
McLane had told him that he was 
a general in the service of the 
French republic, that the repub- 
lic was to furnish a fleet and an 
army to take Quebec, while he in 
person would lead a force from 
the United States as Benedict 
Arnold had done in 1775 

The trial, on July 7, 1797. ended 
with a verdict of guilty. There- 
upon Chief Juctice Osgoode pass- 
ed sentence in these awful 
words 

“That you, David McLane, be 
taken to the place from wh2nce 
you came, and from thence you 
are to be drawn to the place of 
execution, where you must be 
hanged by the neck, but not till 
you are dead, for you must be 
cut down alive and your bowels 
taken out and burned before your 
face; then your head must be 


severed from your body, which 
must be divided into four parts, 
and your head and quarters be 
at the king's disposal, and may 
the Lord have mercy upon your 
soul.” 

The execution, on July 21, was 
not as dreadful as thé séntence 
indicated it would be, but it was 
bad enough. McLane was taken 
from the jail and placed upon a 
hurdle or drag, which drew up 
close to the gallows erected on a 
xlacis near the citadel on what 
has ever since been known as 
Gallows Hill. Bishop Mountain 
and Rev. Mr. Sprak were by his 
side, and, after he had prayed 
with them for a few minutes he 
announced that he was ready 
The soldiers formed a _ hollow 
square about the scaffold and the 
execution followed. The body 
hung for 25 minutes and was cut 
down after Dr. Dewart had pro- 
nounced the man dead (a vivla- 
tion of the judicial sentence, more 
merciful, perhaps on purpose: Mc- 
Lane was permitted to die before 
the torture of his body began) 
A platform with a raised block 
upon it was then brought near the 
gallows and a fire kindled for the 
execution of the remainder of the 
sentence. The head was cut off, 
and the executioner, holding it up 
to public view, proclaimed it 
“The head of a traitor.” 

The Quebec Gazette, in its re- 
port of the tragic affair, conclud- 
ed by saying: “The whole of the 
execution took about two hours 
and the conduct of the unfortu- 
nate sufferer was in every re- 
spect composed and becoming of 
his station.” 

The law had been avenged! But 
never in Canada was such a hor- 
ror to be repeated

THAT MEN MAY LIVE 
It is a hundred years this year 
the emancipation of the 
slaves everywhere under the 
British flag. Seven hundred 
thousand black slaves were set 
the British Dominions, 
and the parliament at West- 
minster voted twenty millions 
sterling, out of a total revenue of 
fifty millions that year, to ex- 
propriate the slave owners and to 
establish the freed people. Wil- 
liam Wilberforce, the emanci- 
pator, died upon the eve of that 
event, but not béfore he knew 
that the cause to which he had 
devoted his life was to triumph. 
Ten years before that, on May 
15, 1823, Sir Thomas Fowell Bux- 
ton, friend of Wilberforce, had 
moved the following resolution in 
the House of Commons: 

“That the state of slavery is 
repugnant to the principles of 
the British Constitution and the 
Christian religion.”

The Passing Show 


By J. S. Cowper 


I've been taking time away from surveying 
current events in the last few days, to read Francis 
Hackett's “Henry the Eighth.” It's a most engross- 
ihg book, as monumental in its way as Carlyle’s 
“French Revolution,” but told in lighter vein than 
the Sage of Chelsea could command 

Any man who has six wives in succession, 
though he be never so unimportant otherwise, 
seems like material for study, if only to find out 
how he manages to keep outside of a lunatic 
asylum. When he happens to be the head of a 
realm, ambitious at a dynast, the supreme head of 
a faith and handy with the headman’s axe for all 
who stand in the way of his ambition or are luke- 
warm in their adulation, his story is more fascinat- 
ing than a hundred novels. 

What an array of great figure: tread the boards 
—most of them on the way to the headman’s block 
if they but knew it—while Henry holds the centre 
of the stage—the rapacious cardinal-statesman 
Wolsey, the saintly Sir Thomas More, the brutal 
Thomas Cromwell, Earl of Essex, ancestor of that 
Cromwell who a hundred years later had a king 
of England beheaded; the lick-spitile Sir Thomas 
Boleyn, husband of an ex-mistress of the king and 
father of a queén, offering to go on the jury to 
find his daughter guilty of incest; Archbishop 
Cranmer selected for his subserviency; Hans Hol- 
bein, the court painter on his thirty pounds a year, 
sent to paint Anne of Cleves’ picture before Henry 
would risk making love to the angular German; 
the Duke of Norfolk, Henry's veteran general, who 
condemned Buckingham, himself sent to the block 
by the king on his deathbed—these and hundred 
others in the flesh strut across the stage. 

* % & 

Such a many-faceted character as Henry with 
his prowess in the lists, his personal strength and 
horsemanship, his gusts of generosity and mean- 
ness, his cowardly fears and bravado, his cultiva- 
tion of scholarship and personal skill as a 
theologian, his Defendership of the Faith and 
readiness to become supreme head of a new 
church, his fondness for his children, though by 
law he bastardised the Princess Mary and had sent 
her to the block as readily as he divorced her 
mother and had Anne Boleyn and Katherine 
Howard beheaded—he must have confused the old 
historians who aimed to give a picture of a hero 
or a villain. New biographers like Lytton Strahey 
and Ludwig seek to show their subjects as men 
and women, torn with conflicting human emotions. 
They have so dramatized and fictionized their 
subjects, often inventing dialogue for their 
thoughts, that it is sometimes hard to distinguish 
their engrossing works from that of writers of 
fictionizéd history like the late “E. Barrington” 
(Mrs. L. Adams Beck) of “Glorious Apollo” and 
“Exquisite Perdita” fame. 

With an enormous wealth of material for re- 
search, Mr. Hackett has been able to make his 
characters live and speak, without the necessity to 
invent a single line of speech for them. Whether 
it be Cromwell's charge on the suppressed bill of 
indictment against Cardinal Wolsey that the King 
hed contracted a venereal disease from the Car- 
dinal, or Henry's lament when he saw his un- 
beautiful picture-bride from Germany, “If I had 
known so much before, she had not come hither 

There is no remedy but to put my neck in the 
yoke If it were not to satisfy the world and 
my realm, I would not do that I must do this day 
for none earthly thing,” the dialogue is taken from 
authentic records 

Needless to say that Anne of Cleves, within 
six months of her marriage, was glad to consent to 
a divorce and alimony, the marriage being annulled 
by Henry's pliant bishops and confirmed by an 
equally pliant parliament.

Furious at being 
given second place to the Almighty, Henry fright- 
ened Cromwell by his temper. Mary was urged by 
Cromwell, the council, the judges and the bishops 
to abase herself before her “noble and benign” 
perent. She saved her neck from the block by a 
letter whica begins, “Most humbly prostrate before 
the feet of your most excellent Majesty, your most 
humble, faithful and obedient Subject, which hath 
so extremely offended your most gracious Highness 
that mine heavy and fearful heart dare not pre- 
sume to call you father.” The modern girl who 
takes the family car out without permission, 
smashes up the gears and then adjures her paternal 
parent to “be a good sport,” should thank her stars 
she doesn't live in the sixteenth century and have 
an English king for her fatner 


Running all through the gory nightmare of 
Henry's liie was the passion to have a son and 
found a dynasty. It was that which forced the 
trumped-up divorce against his royal spouse, 
Catharine of Arragon, that sent Anne Boleyn to the 
block after the birth of her daughter Elizabeth, 
and that accounted in part for his haste to rush inte 
@ new matrimony after each decease or divorce 
or execution, so that, as Hamlet might say, “tie 
funeral baked meats did coldly furnish forth the 
marriage table.” He had a puny illegitimate son, 
the young Duke of Richmond, by his mistress 
Elizabeth Blount, and another delicate son, Edwara, 
by his marriege to Jane Seymour, the mother pay- 
ing for the boy's life with her own. Neither grew 
to manhood. The pallid Duke of Richmond passed 
away before Henry, the young Edward at the age 
of nine years and three months became for a 
brief while the head of the realm, the defender of 
the faith, and the supreme head of his church Six 
years later he too had gone the way of his scroful- 
ous parent whose ailments, without his rude phy- 
sique, he had inherited

When Elizabeth was born, and all the sooth- 
sayers who hed predicted a son proved false, 
Henry's anger broke loose. Told it was a daughter, 
he said: ‘ 

“But, Christ, this to me! To me! A daughter! 

I would prefer & son blind. deaf, crippled, but 

a son. Imbecile, anything, but a son! You--I 

married you to have a@ son, and you have given 

me @ daughter! You make filth of me. You 
give me @ daughter - You old devil, you 

witch, don't dare speak to me,” and with a 

brutal gesture he broke out of the room 

Alas for the folly of anger and the mockery of 
human pride. The son Henry got at the cost ot 
Jane Seymour's life saw the flames of martyrdom 
lit through England; the daughter he despised in

*FRESH ASPARAGUS ON TOAST-—Cut off the 
tough ends of fresh asparagus and set aside to be 
used for soup. Cook the stalks tied together with 
a string, standing in a tall can which may be cov- 
ered. Add water only to about one inch from the 
end of the tips of the asparagus so that the more 
tender tips do not cook so rapidly as the stalks. 
If a coffee can is used, placé lid on upside down 
for if the lid is clamped down tight, there will be 
an explosion after can fills with steam. When 
stalks are tender but not overcooked, spread on 
freshly made Melba toast, dot generously with but- 
ter, and cover with hot cream. This is a delicious 
and nourishing dish for either breakfast or lunch 

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: “Admirer” writes: “Your articles 
are most interesting and educational—we certainly 
think them full of good suggestions and common 
sense.

(3) The daily enema is perhaps 
the best single treatment that can be given for 
colitis. In severe cases, two or three enemas daiiy 
should be used, and at least one enema taken daily 
over a period of several weeks. They are always 
helpful and can be no more harmful than washing 
the face, as long as you use only plain water
